AFRAID OF THE TRUTH 

The head of the Havas News Agency at Ber- 
lin has followed Norman Ebbutt of the London 
Times into exile from Germany. His alleged of- 
fence was that he wrote a “biassed” article about 
the hoof-and-mouth disease now prevalent in 
some German farming districts. Since public- 
ity is a useful agency in checking the spread of 
that and other epidemics, the real cause of his 
banishment probably is that the Nazi author- 
ities wanted to get rid of him and found this a 
convenient excuse. 


Control of the mediums through which the 
public obtain information is necessary to dic- 
tators. They cannot otherwise maintain a pre- 
tence that all is going well with the peoples 
they rule, at home or abroad. In Russia, Ger- 
many and Italy people read what their masters 
permit them to read, and nothing more; and 
censors are maintained to prevent information 
distasteful to the bosses from getting to read- 
ers outside. 


Tyranny could not exist in a country having a 
free press, and in the modern world probably 
could not long exist in a country which per- 
mitted uncensored news to be sent out and pub- 
lished abroad. Where freedom of the press is 
interfered with, suspicion naturally arises that 
those in authority have in view the establish- 
ment of something in the nature of a corporative 
of fascist state, in which the individual would 
be reduced to a condition of serfdom. 


Chasing foreign correspondents out of Ger- 
many is about the surest means the Nazi au- 
thorities could adopt to convince the world they 
have failed to produce prosperity and content- 
ment. If the contrary were the case they would 
welcome the spreading of the glad tidings at 
home and abroad, and would have millions of 
witnesses to disprove any attempt to misrepre- 
sent the facts. Restriction is only required, and 
only employed, where it is necessary to suppress 
facts in order to maintain prestige or power.

THE DIFFERENCE 

It is interesting to compare the net returns 
which a wealthy man secured on the tax-free 
victory loan debentures with the return which 
he will receive on Dominion bonds now avail- 
able. The rate of interest on the victory loan 
was 549 per cent on the face value, the actual 
return to the holder varying somewhat with the 
price he paid. But it was all clear-gain, for none 
of it went as income tax. How different it is for 
the man of wealth who now goes on the market 
for Canada bonds. On 3% per cent bonds due 
in 1949 and available at 102, the yield is 3.18. 
But in the hands of a rich man with an upper- 
bracket income tax of 50 per cent, the net yield 
is only 1.50—one and one-half per cent.—Toronto 
Star. 


DEMOCRACIES IN RETREAT 


There is more to the treaty-breaking than 
the shame of a troublesome conscience. Whe- 
ther we care to face the facts or not, these viola- 
tions are being employed as the cords of our own 
slow strangulation. Japan broke the Nine- 
Power Treaty in 1931; she did it again the next 
year. The guarantors fell back upon the escape 
of mediation. Since then treaties have been boot- 
ed into the ash-bin all over Europe. 


The result is that today the guarantors are 
finding themselves a slowly diminishing group, 
hemmed in by the alliances of aggression. There 
is more than the sanctity of treaties—what there 
is left of them—at stake. Peace and democracy 
itself are at stake, and it is questionable if the 
democracies have not already retreated beyond 
the place where they can do very much on be- 
half of either, without war. Brussels would seem 
to be as safe a place as there is left to find out.

JAPAN'S SUBJECT MILLIONS 
Japan, replying to condemnation of her 
course in China by the League of Nations and the 
United States, protested that she had no terri- 
torial ambitions. News from China has it that 


the five northern provinces are as good as cone 
quered by the Japanese invaders. They consist 
of an area of 500,000 square miles, about equal 
to the state of Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, the Carolinas, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. It is absurd to think that Japan 
would voluntarily surrender control of such an 
empire gained as the spoils of war. There is 
here the making of another Manchukuo with a 
government of its own to show that Japan has 
no territorial ambitions. This new conquest will 
place under Japanese rule direct or indirect 
80,000,000 Chinese.—Boston Transcript. 


NO PROFITS 
Had the acquisition of all coal rights in Bri- 
tain by the State been effected by the Labor 
Government, of late unhappy memory, it would 
have met with terrific opposition and criticism. 


It would have been described as Communistic. 
Indeed proposals made then for this very action 
were so described. Many hands would have 
been raised aloft in a horror only slightly miti- 
gated by the paying of compensation. At that 
time owning coal rights, mining the coal and 
selling it was still a fairly profitable business. 

There will be very little criticism of the ac- 
tion now taken for several reasons. One is that 
the coal mining business is not now and has 
not been profitable for some years. The coal 
mining areas are the “black spots” in Britain, 
the places where recovery has lagged or has not 
even begun to appear. That means no profits 
for the owners but an unpleasant feeling of re- 
sponsibility. And the acquisition of the rights 
by Government relieves the 4,000 or 5,000 own- 
ers of both losses and responsibility, and gives 
them a handsome sum of money for accepting 
the relief.—Regina Leader-Post. 


CALGARY WON OUT 
As has been said before in these columns, 
memory is uncertain and injuries are likely to 
be remembered for a longer time than bene- 
fits. 


January 1, 1933, is a long distance back for 
the average memory to recall. It was on that 
day Calgary made the front page of both Cana- 
dian and American newspapers by refusing to 
pay a $2,135,000 debenture issue redemption in 
New York funds. 

There was provision made by the city’s 
Sinking Fund trustees for redemption in Cana- 
dian funds, but it so happened these particular 
debentures gave holders the privilege of call- 
ing for payment in New York funds. It also hap- 
pened at that time Canadian funds were at a 
heavy discount in the New York market. Nat- 
urally the debenture holders called for New 
York funds. 


Had the city done what the debenture hold- 
ers wanted the adverse exchange loss to Cal- 
gary taxpayers would have totalled something 
like $300,000, 

Mayor Davison, as chairman of the finance 
committee of the council, declared himself op- 
posed to meeting the debenture holders’ de- 
mand, despite the fact that the city’s bankers 
strongly advised that this should be done, for 
the sake of the city’s credit. A sufficient number 
of aldermen backed the mayor and Calgary paid 
that account in Canadian funds. 


As a result action was threatened and actu- 
ally entered against the city by a United States 
firm of brokers on behalf of clients. It never 
came to trial. In course of time the exchange 
situation changed and Canadian funds were 
either at par or at a fractional premium. In 
the end holders of these particular debentures 
took the Canadian funds. 


There were very good reasons for think- 
ing Mayor Davison wrong at the time, but sub- 
sequent events have proven that he was right to 
the tune of $300,000. And the citizens of Cal- 
gary got the benefit.—Calgary Herald.

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

In very simple organisms, all necessary sup- 
plies are received directly from the environ- 
ment, and are readily diffused to all of the cells 
without any special transportation system being 
necessaty. In the more complicated organisms, 
made up of very complex groups of cells, such a 
simple method is not practical. Each cell is no 
longer able to find its own food and generally it 
would not be able to absorb that food even if it 
came in contact with it, through being covered 
by skin, through which food substances do not 
pass. 

In these higher organisms, Nature has pro- 
vided a means of carrying nourishing substances 
from a special part making up the digestive sys- 
tem to all of the other parts of the body, with 
the bloodstream serving as a transport system. 
This work of feeding the cells is best accom- 
plished when the blood is in constant circulation 
and it is therefore kept moving by the pumping 
action of the heart. And as it moves, it travels 
through a vast net-work of passages or channels 
which altogether go to make up the various 
blood vessels of the body. 


A picture of these blood vessels might be 
compared to a picture of a tree. In the three 
you have the trunks of the heavy branches, 
which are similar to the larger arteries. These 
trunks split up into small branches or arteries; 
and finally into very small twigs, which might 
be compared to the capillaries. The veins of the 
body follow a similar arrangement, and pick up 
the blood as it leaves the capillaries. 


As the blood is traveling out toward the twigs 
it is carrying food and oxygen—when it is com- 
ing back it is carrying waste material and car- 
bon dioxide. The returning blood also conveys 
some of the waste materials manufactured in the 
working cells. The remaining wastes are re- 
turned through the lymphatic system. 

Altogether the system of arteries, veins and 
capillaries makés up a much larger system than 
the layman imagines. For example, it has been 
estimated that if the capillaries alone were 
opened and spread out that they would cover 
an area about three thousand times as large as 
the area of the body's surface. These figures 
refer to the capillaries of a man of average size. 
It is further estimated that there are about one 
hundred thousand miles of capillaries in the en- 
tire body—enough to go around the earth four 
times. 

It has also been figured out that whenever 
a human being adds on twenty pounds of fat, he 
adds about twelve miles of extra blood vessels 
and capillaries through which the blood must be 
pumped. 

Both the arteries and the veins are capable of 
contracting and of opening, in alternate waves. 
The movement is most noticeable in the arteries, 
which are provided with a special muscular coat 
inside their walls. The closing and opening of 
the blood vessels is under the control of two 
different sets of nerves—the sympathetic ner- 
vous system and the central nervous system. 

All of the blood vessels are maintained in a 
mild state of tension or “tone” and this does 
not altogether depend upon the regulation ex- 
erted by the nerves. The nerves play a part in 
causing the blood to flow faster or slower 
through opening or closing the blood ves~-ls, but 
they do not have full control. If all of the 
capillaries lost their tone, the animal would 
literally bleed to death on the inside, as al! the 
blood would accumulate in these very fine blood 
vessels and enough would not be left to keep the 
heart going. 

All the capillaries in a given area are not 
open at the same time. They seem to take turns 
with the result that the blood irrigates various 
parts at different times, something in the manner 
of a farmer watering or irrigating a field. In 
tomorrow’s article I will explain how the blood 
circulation through the vessels may be made 
more active. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—C. P. writes: ‘Many thanks for 
your articles on the ultra violet. Will you please 
tell me when the infra-red ray is of value? Many 
lamps of this type are being sold, but I do not 
understand when they should be used, or what 
for.” 

ANSWER: The infra-red ray is one of the 
most penetrating rays known and seems to be 
especially valuable in stimulating the healing 
power of the body, which is probably due to the 
fact that the use of the ray induces an increased 
flow of blood through the part treated. The 
infra-red ray is primarily a heat treatment and 
is used at home in many instances. It might be 
used in any case where any other kind of heat 
treatment would be of value, for example, in the 
relief of pain. 

QUESTION— Mr. Myles H. writes: “I have 
a severe pain in my back just below the shou!- 
ders, toward the right side. It is more painful 
at night and keeps me from sleeping. Also have 
large brown spots on my neck; is this liver 
trouble?” 

ANSWER: The location of your pain is indi- 
cative of liver or gall bladder trouble, but, of 
course, I cannot accurately diagnose your case 
by mail. 

QUESTION—Evangeline O'R. inquires: “Do 
you believe a good permanent wave injures the 
scalp or the color sacs of the hair?” 

ANSWER: A good permanent should not in- 
jure the scalp or hair in any way.
